The Civil Rights Decision. Business 
looking Up. Other Notes of Interest. 

Siuce my last letter the mind of the Na- 
tion has been disturbed in consequence of 
@ judicial injury inflicted upon the colored 
race, ajudicialinjury b:canse there 15 
no appe il. 

While the civil rights bill practically did 
not amount to mach in its operation before 
the inferior courts of the conntry, still 
in view of the prejudices existing in cer- 
tain sections of the Union, there was a 
feeling of satisfation on the part of our 
people, that even if suits were brought 
against parties and jadgment against the 
purport of the bill were bad, there was a 
court of last resort that woald give consid- 
eration to the intention as well as the let 
ter of the law. 

Such however was not the case. I believe 
that Congress had an eye single to the con- 
dition of affairs in the former slave-bold- 
ing states when they passed the civil rights 
bill. They mast have conceived that the 
amendment fixed the freedom of the eman- 
cipated slave, and it freedom as defined by 
“Webster” means anything we were after 
the adoption of the 13th amendment placed 
upon a common law fovting. They must 
have known that the 14th amsndment was 
merely a prohibitory article. Some of the 
ablest men in the land were in Congress at 
the time. To patthe Question in another 
shape. Didthe people mean when they 
ratified the amendments to say that if the 
States lately in rebellion had no laws nor 
made any in opposition to ths prohibitory 
claims of Sec. Ist of 14th article that any 
act of Congess passed in pursuance thereof 
should be inoperative? Why anticipate 
State laws and then provide aguinst them 
to shat off the effect of any bill that Con- 
gress might see fit to snbseqnently pass. — 
Could not the framers of the 14th amend. 
ment inserted some other clanse or clauses 
to meet the objection of iodividaal inya- 
sion of a citizens right.

—Paper is now made in Sweden from 
the bleached and blanched remains of 
of mosses that lived centuries ago, and 
are now found in enormous quantities. 
The paper is turned out in all degrees 
of excellence, from tissue to sheets 
three-fourths of an inch thick. 

—Steql belting is, according to report 
now being made in Germaffy. The 
belts are made exclusively of steel wire, 
and are: so constructed that they are 
flexible, easily fastened, and may be 
tightened at pleasure. The pulley up- 
on which the belting runs must be cov- 
ered with leather or other suitable ma- 
terial for securing the necessary amount 
of adhesion. The belting is well er 
ed for heavy work, it is claimed, and is 
not affected by dampness or a change 
of temperature, as is leather. 

—George Mexcur, a middle-aged 
farmer of Bloomfield, Conn., takes the 
prize asia patient man. After nine 
years’ assiduous work he has just finish- 
ed a writing desk and book case com- 
bined that contains so many thousand 
pieces of wood that it was found next to 
impossible to keep the number exact. 
Fifty-two kinds of wood were used in 
this unique piece of furniture and there 
is scarcely a square inch that is not in- 
laid. The designs are of a very wide 
range and take in animals, flowers, 
trees, agricultural implements, articles 
‘of household use, ete. The novelty of 
the thing is that every bit of the inlay- 
ing was done with a jack-knife, and 
Mr. Mexcur says he wore out nineteen 
blades in the work.—Boston Post. 

—A curious fact about water is that it 
is the rust of metal known as hydro 
genium. When oxygen combines with 
iron it forms a reddish rust, and the 
metal becomes intime disintegrated. 
In this condition it is said to be oxidiz- 
ed. Now, water is simply oxidized 
hydrogenium.

Itis about sixinches 
in length, and the captain is inclined to 
think that it was made by the Indians 
who first discovered and worked these 
mines, but how they succeeded in tem- 
pering copper is something that the 
present race is yet to find out.

—The New York Times reminds 
farmers that smut is rapidly increasing, 
few crops being free from it. A solu- 
tion of four ounces of blue vitriol—sul- 
phate of copper—dissolved in a gallon 
of water for each five bushels of seed, 
which is steeped in it until it is ab- 
sorbed, has been found the most effective 
to destroy the minute spores which pro- 
duce the fungus. 

—Sulphuric acid,” it is claimed, is a 
simple but certain test for adulterated 
butter. Fresh, pure, yellow butter, by 
the slightest contact with sulphuric 
acid, turns almost a pure white, while 
oleomargarine made from _ tallow 
changes to a deep crimson red. When 
lard or other oils are used, the colors 
are diversified—showing all the colors 
of the rainbow. 


—The free use of milk with some 
persons needs discretion. A large glass 
of milk swallowed suddenly will form 
in the stomach a lump of dense, chees 
curd. Under the action of the stomac 
this will turn over and over like a heavy 
weight, and as the gastric juice can 
only attack its surface it digests very 
slowly. The same milk taken with a 
biscuit, a slice of toast, a roll or a 
saucerful of porridge forms a porous, 
friable clot, which breaks up every time 
that the stomach turns it over, and 
through which the gastric juice can 
easily pass. Therefore, milk taken with 
breadstuffs is much more digestible than 
by itself. If the milk be still found too 
strong a little boiling water poured into 
it and a piece of sugar added makes it 
still more easily digested.— Chicago 
Journal.
